To search the database, enter keywords from the title or descriptors. 
For example, if you would like to search for tests on oral language 
proficiency, you could type in all three words, or oral and proficiency. You 
may get slightly different results, but you will have information on a lot of 
tests to look at. If you know the title of the test, the best way to search 
is to use the main words in the title, not necessarily all of the words in the 
title. If you are looking for the Wechsler Intelligence Scale for 
Children-Revised, the most efficient way to search is with the words Wechsler, 
intelligence, and children. 



INTRODUCTION TO THE ETS TEST COLLECTION 

The Educational Testing Service (ETS) Test Collection database contains 
records on over 9,500 tests and research instruments. These records describe 
the instruments and provide availability information. The Test Collection 
encompasses virtually all fields from vocational interest inventories for 
adults to instruments that measure shyness or predict recidivism in released 
criminal offenders, to assessment of managerial style, as well as 
education-related achievement and aptitude tests. The test descriptions are 
indexed with ERIC Thesaurus terms for subject accessibility.

Tests in Microfiche is a subcollection of unpublished research 
instruments that are available for purchase in microfiche from the ETS Test 
Collection.
